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itRMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration is respectfiilly requested in light of the above amendments and 
the following comments. Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating the potential allowabiUty 
of claims 3, 5 and 6. as well as noting that claim 1 1 is aUowed. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include elements originally found in claim 3. Claim 4 has 
been amended to include the elements originally found in claim 5, which has subsequently been 
canceled. Claim 12 has been amended comparably in scope to chiims 1 and 4. Claim 6 has been 
amended to update a dependency made obsolete by the cancellation of claim 5. No new matter 
has been added as a result of these amendments. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's rgection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 
§112. second paragraph, as indefinite. Claim I has been appropriately amended. Favorable 
reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Applicants respectfiilly traverse the Examiner's rejection of claims 1, 2. 4. 7-10 and 12 
under 35 U-S-C §102(b) as anticipated by Lee. U.S. Patent No. 5,834,716. In order to anticipate, 
the cited reference must disctose each and every claimed element. Lee fails to do so. 

In particular, claim 1 has been amended to require that the pusher include a first 
extension and a second extension. Claim I requires the inclusion of a switch body that includes 
a first receiving portion for contacting the first extension when the button is inclined in the first 
direction and a second receiving portion for contacting the second extension when the button is 

inclined in tbe second direction. 

Claim 1 fiiither requires that inclining the button in the first direction fiom the first 
operation position to the second operation position moves the pusher about a point of contact 
between the first extension and the first receiving portion to activate the second switch in 
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op.^™ portion u, 0.. fourth po^floi m^e. *. pusher about a poin. of «,o«c.
